Current plan of the Chaffey 
College Board of Trustees is 
to follow the pay-as-you-go 
procedure in development of 
the new campus at Alta Lo 
mat 

This was reiterated by Dr 
Daniel B. Milliken, president 
in & summary ef his remarks 
before local service clubs 

Dr. Milliken told trustees 
at last week's board meeting 
that “It's too early to tel 
how fast people want Chaffey 
College to grow.’ 

His summary remarks re- 
leased to THE NEWS 

Many parts of the Alta Lo 
ma campus of Chaffey Co! 
lege remain to be developed 
A more adequate system of 
campus lighting is needed to 
handie the evening college 
Students and guests at the 
many evening events, Park- 
ing lots need to be paved and 
landscaped to make a thing 
of beauty and utility of what 
now looks like ai desert 
Street trees should be planted 
both to provide shade and to 
outline the on-campus streets 
The stadium needs lighting 
bleachers, and fencing. Lawn 
areas are sorely needed = in 
‘the two main quadrangles ad- 
jacent to buildings. These are 
just some of the items vet 
to be acquired and developed 

Will Provide Funds 

The present plan of the 
Board of Trustees is to pro- 
vide these undeveloped items 
as rapidly as funds are avail 
able. On a pay-as-you-go 
plan it will probably require 
six or seven years to provide 
and deveiop all of these 


\items. However, money, 


from the lease-purchase sale 
of the College equity in the 
Ontario campus and out-of- 


district rental tuition will pro- | 
vide between $200,000 and 


$250,000 a year for this fur- 
ther development.
